Klk river. Few .people CQinpara- 
tively, know tlie vast čouutry-a 
road over that route would drain, 
and fewer still know the ragparces 
of the section. A residence of 
al^oat fourteéH jiears in Pocahon- 
tas county, has given probably. 
afl'familíar an acquaintance‘ with 
what it contains as most ordinnry 
unscientific persons could acquire 
in sucK a periód. We never ob- 
tain^d an nnálvsia of its minerals 
tfor fettempted a development of 
any of them, but wp did exapiine 
protty cárôfully into its timber.

and is caught by the C. & O. at 
Jfconcoverte, be súvetí to the new 
hompnity. 

It has booii^ clainied by persons 
close to the Southern, we háve 
heard, that that road did not seek 
any new conl fieltls, that i t had all 
the .coal it could use or handle. 
This mušt. be a mistnkc. The 
Southern ha« no ti>idju»rth of Ala- 
bama and nocokin^obal anywdiere 
so far ns we «an learn. 

Sliould 4 builtl the 100 milcs of 
railroad w'e advocate it would be in 
tlie midst of the West Virginia 
coking coal and woul 1 enter a fieJd 
witb coal on both sítles of its lino 
for 200 milcs. It mušt be a source 
of proti t to tlie C. & O. and B. & 
O. to linul coal eashvnxd. Why 
then would it not be ns proíitable 
to the Southorn? With n well 
built lin»», tlie road mentioned 
could bani coal in competition 
with these rornls and unqucstioim- 
bly nn inunense iron business 
would spring up on the line as tlie 
iron ores of Pocahontas and the 
Gauldy coal fields are not 30 milcs 
from each other over thú| route. 
In fact they are renlly in sight, 
with limestone at hanil, of the íi- 
nest tiualit,y for fluxing. There has 
been found in Pocanontns county 
in lurge quantitics a ti ne quality 
óf ^aril coal. This vein hus been 
opened in four or fiive plačeš in 
the “Levels” a section of thot 
county, and A- is thrmght -to hrr 
valuahle and certainly isnhundnut. 
The umgniíicent deposit ofredand 
grny marble futuul in* t ho snmo 
levels section of that county, ísnn- 
other feature in figuringon freight.

As one passoa froni Driscol to- 
warda Frost tke attention is tirst 
drawn to tlie “Lockridge farm,” 
onco so noted for its boautiful mul 
extensive meadows and hospitality. 
Adjoiniug this attractive property 
aee two or threo pleasaut home- 
stéads, now occupied by Messrs 
Peter L. Cleek, William H. Cleek, 
and Benjamín F, Fleshman. 

The nnceBtor of tbe Cleek rela- 
tionShip in Pocahontas County 
was Michael Cleek, who was one 
of tbe earlier pioneera to occupy 
tliin j, attractive portion of the 
Knapp’s Creek valley, and came 
from Batli County. His wife was 
Margarét Henderson Crawford, 
whose father was from Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania, and lived in Bath 
County, near WindyCove. Mich¬ 
ael Cleed opened the lands now 
poRsossod by the persoiiH just nnm- 
ed, who are his grnnd-ehiklren. 

Wíth the exception of two or 
three very snmll clearings, it. was a 
primitive, densely unbroken forest 
of white-pine and sugar-mnple. IIo 
built a log-cabin on the site of the 
tiew stable, and some years subse- 
quently reared a dwelling of hown 
timber, now the old stable nt Peter 
L. Cleek’s. Near tbe Cleek gate 
opemng on the public road are the 
remains of a ehimney, indicating 
the spot where Knapp Gregory, u 
pioneer hunter, had his camp. It 
is from this nmn the creek derives 
its present nauie, that flows nearby.

July 20th a freshet washed the 
og road away and business was 
luspended. August 13, I came to

bester foreman. Eeie I worked 
iintŕl January 7, 1897. January 16, 
1897, I came to Captain W. L. Mc- 
Neeľs, near Hillsboro, where I am 
aow at work with n breakiúg heart, 
two children and an insane wife. 

June HO, Mrs S. E. Hevener, my 
wife, was judged inBane by Jnstice 
Curry and Drs McClintie and La- 
rue. Súch is an account of wnnd- 
erings and troubles, and my condi- 
lion is very distressing. I háve my 
two children to provide for, whicíi 
I am more tban willing to do if 
Hod gives rae health and strength. 

I ask the good people of the sur- 
rounding oountry to give me a fair 
chare of their patronoge, for I am 
more tlian willing to work. 

I am thankful for sympathiziug 
friends. súch as Capt. L. Mac- 
Neel and family and all the neigh- 
bors around me. .! 

I am not a professeil follower of 
Christ, tho at times I feel like leav- 
ing the world and followiug Christ, 
I am one of the twelve children of 
Zebulon Hevener, deceased, of 
Monntaih Gove, Virginia, and the 
only one of the family now living 
that does not belong to thechurch, 
so I suppose I háve all my triab 
and troubles to bear by myself. 

I wish to ask all praying people 
to pray for me, as I can’t pray for 
myself. I hope we will all know 
each other better, when the mists 
háve rolled away. I now tbink of 
what hné often been told me, “Ask 
and yon shall receivéf, knock and it 
shnll be opened unto yon, J ’ and 
then I think of the passage of 
Scripture which says, “The pray- 
ers of the wicked availeth nothing.” 
Now this is wby I ask the righteous 
people to pray for me. 

Shakesyeare says that loudsing- 
ing, tnlk and whistling is not hap- 
piness. that sometimes it is to 
drown trutli. I can sny by self-ox- 
perience that this is-correct. Hop- 
ing that my many friends will háve 
sympathy for me in my troubles 
and help me all they can.

They 
became imbued with the spirit of 
the moment aud went back sing- 
ing and praying as they traveled 
a long. The etfect úpon the horne 
people in the vnliey as they rode 
u p singing and praying wns over- 
whelming; aud from tlmt point the 
old Stone Church, the revival in- 
Huence went all over the State, 
wherever there were Presbyterian 
congregatioiis, and the resulta are 
visible at the present time tho so 
so nearly a hundred yeare ago. So 
it npi^ears a great nmtter was kin- 
dled by a little watchfire that had

May it be that all having the

A self iuvited speaker, in his re-

On the 16th day of September, 
1861, «Judgo Róbert M. Hudson 
held-a wbole term of the Circuit 
Cotírt'of Pocnhontas County, Viŕ- 
gihia, and adjourned it until the 
next term.

He waB a Confeder- 
ate lieutenant in the Batb Sqnad- 
ron, was wounded, and was ever 
held in bigh esteem for his gal- 
lantry and uflinching fidelity to 
the dutjes of a loldier. 

Colonel Polk Ford, of Lewis- 
bnrg, whose reputntion as a brave 
and efficieut soldier ranka with the 
bigbest of tbose who were to be 
fonnd in tbe foremoet ranks of 
dangeťs dark career when dutý 
called. was at the reunion and as- 
sisted in conducting tbe parade. 

Captain J. W. Marshall, of Rnn- 
dolpb County, was able to be pres- 
ent reunion day and met several of 
tbose who wqre members of his 
oommand. He also assisted in 
managing tbe procesaion. The 
Captain ľookedns múch like living 
as he moved with the column last 
Thursday as as be did wben lead- 
ing a chargé more than thirty 
years ago.

SUB DISTRICTS. 

. I do not wteh k> impose an nrti- 
cle úpon the people wbich ie not 
of geueral interest; but there is 
one eubject wbich interests every 
tnx paverin Green Bank District, 
and thnt is the preše u t arrange- 
rnent of tbe school eub-districts. 

Ah I understand the intcntion of 
the school law on .this point, onr 
sub-districting is a most misorable 
failure. If 1 iuterprat correetly, 
every school should constitute a 
snb-distriet, with tbree trastees to 
>neh, of whom two tnusťsign a 
contract ta make it'valní. But in 
Green BankD‘8triH iuiíKEscIicoIb

constitute n diatrict with a trusteo 
to eacb, wbich makcs i t necessary 
for the trnatecs to trade signatúr* s 
with eacb other, and tliat trade is 1 
with “boot,” the “booť* consista of ■ 
an agreemeut thnt eoeh is to with- 
nold his signatúre from a contract 
uutil that triibtee is on it wbo bo- 
lnng6 to the Bchool for which the 
contract is made, wbich virtunlly 
puta the contfól of a school witbin 
the power of one frustee, wbo cnn 
arbitrarily use that power to grati- 
fy liis own taste or interest, whetlŕ- 
er it pleaso or displeasc every oth- 
er pntrou in the diatrict. I do not 
raean to sny or intimate that all 
the trastees abuse the trust impos- 
ed in thetn, but I do say that some. 
do practice corruption nlong that 
very line, and that tbing does a 
great deal to ciiuse dissatisfaction 
and jangle in the scboola. 

No teacher in the district reíer- 
red to knows what schcol he imy 
teach (legally), for three scbools 
being in, say, No. 2 Sob District, 
ony one could bc claimed by ony 
teacher of the scbools, so faras the 
contract is concerned, and no re- 
course could be had by the other 
teacher—who may háve had an un- 
derstanding with the people that 
he w’as to teach thnt particular 
school. 

It is boped the County Snperin- 
tendant will tako súch steps as will 
set ibis nmtter r'ght, both for the 
good of the teacher and the people.

Andrew Edmiston.—One of the 

Remarkable Pioneer Citizens 
of Pocahontas County. 

Andrew Edmiston,. Esq., late of 
the Lower Levels, is the subject 
of these notes making up this bio- 
graphic páper. His wife was Ma¬ 
ry (Polly ) Gillilatrr daaghter of 
James Gilhlan, near Falling Spring 
upper Greenbrier County. Early 
in the century Mr Edmiston set- 
tied near Locnst on the farm now 
ownedi by George Callison, Esq. 

James Gillilau, when fnradvanc- 
ed in years, married Mrs Edmiston 
the mother of Andrew Edmiston, 
ani thus became his step-fatheŕ as 
well as father-in-law. a relation- 
ship so uuiqne ns to cballenge n 
pnr&llel in the history of Pocahon- 
tas intcrmnrriagcs. 

Mr and Mrs Andrew Edmiston 
were the pnrents of five sons and 
four daughters. Lýdiu. Jane, Mnr- 
tha, and Mary were their daugh- 
ters: the sons were Mathew, James, 
George, Ar.drew Jackson,and Wil- 
linm. 

Lýdia Edmiston was married to 
Mr Richard MeNeel, n graudson 
of John MeNeel, the originál set- 
tler of the Upper Leveh, and lived 
near Milí Point on tlie plače now 
held by the Hon. W. T. Beard, 
whose wife, Mrs Mary Beard. is 
her only surviving child. C. E. 
Beard and 4iCe Beard are her 
grnndsons. 

Jane Edmiston became Mrs 
Abram Jordán, mentioned else- 
where ns haviug gone West. So 
far ns known to tbe writer she is 
now living in Kanans with her 
d&agbter Mrs Williara Renick. 

Márt haEdmiston mnrried Frnnk- 
lin Jordán and seitled in Missouri, 
where she died leaviug no surviv- 
ing children. 

Mary Edmiston wns nn invaltA 
all of her life, and .never mnrried. 
She went with her brother George 
to Kansns. 

Mathew Edmiston mnrried M’fb 
Miuerva Bland, in Weston, West 
Virgiuin, and settled there. His 
nnme appenrs in the history of our 
State as one of the most distin- 
^guisbed.of oar natire born public 
charaoters. In V. A. Lewis' His¬ 
tory and Government of West Vir- 
ginia mentiou is rnade of this dis- 
tinguished man ns follows: 

“Judge Edmiston was born Sep¬ 
tember 9. 1814, at Little Levels, 
Poeahontns County, now West Vir¬ 
ginia, where aftor receiving a com- 
mon school education he wns ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1835. Four 
lyenrs after he removed to Lewis 
County, which later íle represent- 
ed in both brán ch es of the General 
ABsembly of Virginia. In 1852 he 
wus chosen a judge of the circuit 
conrt, in which position hecontin- 
ued until 1860.. He was eleoted to 
a seat in the Constitutionnl Con- 
vention of 1872, but becnuse of ill- 
benlth did not quulify. He was 
nppointed n judge of tlie Supreme 
Court of Appeals in 1880, but one 
yenr before his death. Judge Ed¬ 
miston died June 29, 1887, at his 
horne in Weston, Lewis county. 1 ’ 

| This historical notice has with it 
a portrait of this distinguished ju- 
rist and statesman. [pfige 239.) 

James Edmiston married Miss 
Mary Hill, daughter of Thomas 
Hill, near Hillaboro, a son of Rich¬ 
ard Hill, the pioneeer. He lived a 
uumber of years near Milí Point, 
on the farm now held by C. Edgar 
Beard. M r Edmiston was a mem- 
ber of the Pocahontas Court and 
for years wns prominent in county 
nffairs. He went West late in life. 
Mrs Miuerva Beard, of Hunters- 
ville, is his daughter. 

George Edmiston married Mrs 
Nancy Callison, relict of Isaac Cal- 
lison, Bon of James Callison, one 
of the pionecrs of Loeust, and a 
daughter of John Jordán, and liv¬ 
ed many years at the homestead. 
He was a btliy, enterprizing Citi¬ 
zen, and was engaged in many 
business enterprises with the lute 
Colonel Paul McNpel. He fínally 
moved to Kansas, where his faini- 
ly inostly reside. 

. Andrew Jackson Edmiston mnr¬ 
ried Rebecca Edmiston, a dnugh- 
ter of James Edmiston, son oí Wil¬ 
liara Edmiston, brother of Andrew 
Edminton. Aftef tbe deeense of 
her luteband Mtb ftebecca Ed m is¬ 
tou became the wife of JackBon 
Jones, of Nicholns County, West 
Virginia. 


William Edmiston, the yonugest 
of Andrew Edmiston’s sons, speň t 
some tirac with Judge Edmiston, 
at WCBton, where he attended 
school. ■ He tben went severu 1 
terms to the Rov M. D. Dunia p, 
principál of the Poeahontns Aead- 
emy at Hiilsboro. When he at- 
tained his majority he started for 
Missouri with Anthony C. Jordán. 
While on a steamer in the Missou- 
ri waters he wns seized with chole¬ 
ra and died on the boat. The 
towus were qaarantined in a very 
rigid mnnner and all landing wns 
próhibited. Hence tbe crew were 
compelled to bury their dead pas- 
Benger in the sand at a lonely, un- 
inhabited spot not very remote 
from St. Charles, Missouri. Híb 
friend Jordán went ashore to as- 
sisť in the burial, but would not 
retum to the boat, and fiuished his 
jonrney toDaviess Conuty on foot, 
after successfully eluding the qnnr- 
antine guards by keeping away 
from the public routes of travel. 

Tbe writer is mainly indebted to 
the retentive memory with which 
the venerable James McCollam is 
endowed for most of the particu- 
lars used in illustrating tho fnmily 
liistory of Andrew Edmiston. The 
sketch now in hand íllustrates 
some of the possibilitics in the 
reach of súch .yonth ns persever- 
ingly pursue n high aim and spare 
no hotiornble efforts to realize the 
fruits of noble endcavors. We are 
what we make ourselves. 

In his youth and early manhood 
Andrew Edmiston seems to háve 
had a consuming pnssion for nth- 
letic cxerciscs, bc»xing, wrestling, 
and fents of muBcular endurnnee. 
There was living nt the time one 
Thomas Johnson, near the h end of 
Stony Creek, who claimed to be 
the Champion hnrd-hitter of all 
llyit región. He heurd of young 
Edmiston's exploits ns nn nthlete, 
and t bese exploits crented some 
doubt as to which \vas the “best 
man”; and to settle the question 
the nmbitious Stony Creek athlete 
sent n chnllenge to the Champion 
of the Lower Levels that if he 
would rueet bim h e would 6nd out 
that tho he raight be the best the 
Levels could show, that he would 
soon 6nd bimself now’hereon Stony 
Creek i f h e just dared to show 
bimself up there. This fired Joung 
Edmiston and made him as hot ns 
the funiace we rend of in Daniel. 
He mny háve sought rest but he 
did not fiud ony that night, and so 
he Bet offTTíy^ttní light of the 
moruing slara for West Union. 

He wnlkod from his horne, near 
Loeust, to John Smith’s, hend of 
Stony Creek, fifteen or raoremiles, 
before breakfnst, to dišpute the 
question of “best man” with Tom 
Johnson ou his own Stony Creek 
ground. Without stopping for rest 
or brenkfast he sniled into John¬ 
son, tooth, tist, and toennil. In the 
first round Johnson landed a ter- 
ritic blow on EdmiBton’s shoulder 
that dislocnted Edmiston’s nrm, 
and yet he continued the contest 
until he saw his opportunity and 
overpowered Johnson until he enll- 
ed out enough! 

John Smith then took chargé of 
the vietor—the now “best man” of 
Stony Creek and the Levels—and 
gave him his breakfnst, and by 
uoon ho wns back nt Loeust. An¬ 
drew Edmiston felt the eífects of 
that dislocntion all of his subse- 
quent life. Slight exertion would 
ever after mako his injuml arm 
íly out of plače nt the shoulder. 

In his later years he professed a 
ehange of heart and became n 
meraber of the M. E. Chnrch. His 
sincority was respected by all who 
knew him best and regnrded genu- 
ine. 

Some years before his decease 
his heolth was greatly impaired, 
and he became n great safTerer 
from nervous depression. Wbile 
in one of the glootuy spells oocn- 
sioned by his ill-honlth i t was re- 
commeuded by some • phyBÍcian to 
try 'the effecte of a ducking in tlw 
river. The doctor wns of the opin- 
ion that the shock and- strnggle 
would, bnenk th® “speli!’ and^be of 
deaided benefit. Thereopon a plaň 
waajirranged to háve him go with 
n pntty of friends to John Old- 
bam’8, over the Greenbrier, to ent 
lioney, and rnther than^be called 
nice takc a little ‘pench and honey.' 


Jim Scott, one of the strongeet 
tnen and best swimmere; was en¬ 
gaged to npset the canoe and t&ke 
Mr Edmiston of the river be¬ 
fore anytbing eerious could hap- 
pen him in the water. Mr Edmis- 
ton went nlong to see the fnn the 
party proposed to háve at Old- 
ham’8. He dismounted near the 
bank of tho river and crossed in a 
canoe as it wa9 ratber deep to ford. 

Things became so interesting 
and pleosant at Oldham’s that Mr 
Edmiston was forgotton, and when 
they cnrae to look for him to re- 
turn horne he was not to be found. 
Of coursé the party was múch 
alarmed, but when they went to 
where tho canoe had been tied up 
they saw it on the otherside of tbe 
river and their patíent on his horse 
greatly am used at the idea of their 
having to get over the deep water 
R9 liest they couid. Scott, how- 
ever, came in very well. He swam 
the river, brought the canoe over, 
and helped tho party across. Mr 
Edmiston in the meantime gallop- 
ed horne. It wns concluded the 
next time he had n speli to let bim 
háve it out, for it cortninly did n’t 
hurt him uiuch. Some thought it 
might be well for the party to háve 
some súch spells before they would 
be up with him.- 

When the dying dny came when 
ho wns to pnss over to tho bright 
forever, i t was found he had noth- 
ing to do but to die. God bad not 
cast him off in the time of old ng*> 
nor forsaken him when his strength 
failed, ns ho seemed to fear so 
múch when depression of spirits 
or despondency níliicted our kind 
old friend. At evening time it wns 
light with this venerable mnu, and 
h e could realize the sweet power 
and signiticance of words like 
these: “I will go in the strength 
of the LDrd God; I will make meu- 
tion of t by righteousness, even of 
thine ouly.—Psalm lxxi. 16.

Tbia páper it deaigned to per- 
p-tuate tbe mernory of two very 
deserving persona, wbo weŕe among 
tbe firat to open np a horne on 
Stony Creek near ila aonrce, now 
known aa the West Union neigb- 
borhood. Mr John Smith waa a 
native of Ireland and waa of 
8 ootch • Iriab anoeatry. A large 
per centage of tbe Pocabontaa citi- 
zt-uahip ie of tbia stock, and it 
ahonld be tbe ai«n of oor younger 
people to inŕorm HítMlrea aboot 
tbia people ao aa to learn what 
roay be expeeted of them in order 
to be trel y wortby aona and dangfa- 
tera of one of tbe beat of living 
raoee. A race of people wbo, ac- 
cording to Macaoley, Bancroft, 
Tbomaa Carliale. and othera, bas 
done more for humon liberty and 
advancement tban any otber peo¬ 
ple now in the world. 

John Smith cauie to thia región 
in the seventiej of tbe previona 
century, from Pennaylvania, and 
npon beooming acqnainted with 
the fadiily of Levi Moore, tbe pio- 
neer at Froat, he inade love to 8 al- 
ly Moore, one of the daughtera. 
Úpon thfír marriage tbe two voung 
people took a fancy to tbe large 
apring tjiat guahea ao copionaly 
and beaútifnlly from tbe rocky 
oliffa near tbe aonrce of 8 tony 
Creek and aettled cloee by it and 
built up tbeir horne, oue of tbe 
beat of ita kind in their day. Tbe 
plače Í 8 now occupied by thelfami- 
ly of tbe late Captain Wiiliam 
Cochran. So m e partie o lare in re- 
gard to tbeir aona and daughtera 
bave been already give n in otber 
bio^rapbic pápera that need not be 
repeated liere in full.

John Smith, junior,- married 
Fannie Cochran,' daugbter of ťb^ 
late John Cochrau, near Marvin, 
and aettled ou the plače now in 
po 88 t* 88 Íon of John Yonng, a great- 
grandaon of John Smith tbe pio- 
neer aettler, near Edray.

Andrew Smith’a wife waa Nancy 
Cackley, danghter of Levi Cackley 
on Stamping Creek. After aettling 
and living for a time at the old 
Stony Creek bomeateaid, be moved 
to tbe State of Miaaouri. 

* Elizabeth Smith became Mra Ja- 
cob Drennan. After living aome 
yeara in Braxtoo County, Mr and 
Mra Drennan moved to Niobolaa 
County nnd located on Petera 
Creek, fourteen milea weatofSoui- 
meraville, where membera of their 
family yet r?aide. Charles Dren¬ 
nan ia their aon. 

Ann Smitt) waa married to Cap- 
tain Wiiliam Young and lived ma- 
ny yeara on |be plače near Ham- 
liu Cbapel now in poaaeaaion of 
Georae O. Moore. She waa a per- 
aon of fcrent juduatry, fino mental 
endowmenta, and a model home- 
keeper, and intelligently, aincerely 
piona. . Tbe wríter gratefully re- 
members ber and membera of ber 
family aa choriehed frienda. Late 
in life abe went West, and died 
but a few yeara ainoe at a very ad- 
vpnced age in tbe State of Iowa. 
Tbe firat wife of Captain James M. 
McNeill waa one of ber aona. Tbe 
late Colonel Samnel Yonng waa 
ber eldeat aon. Adam Young waa 
anotber aon. Tbe only aurvivore 
of ber family now in Pooabontaa 
are ber grandaona, John Yonng 
and Adam Yonng and their chil- 
dreu.

Her horne ia but a step or two 
tbe Cbeaapeake and Ohio 
railway on one aide and tbe otber 
aide ia at the edge of tbe 8 t. Law- 
rence boom wbence tbe loga are 
floated to tbe mills by the million. 
How different tbe aorronndioga of 
ber yooth and early life from tboae 
of ber old age. A more marked 
contraat can acarcely be imagined. 

There ia aoaroely an honr, day 
or nighť free from the thnndering 
and sereaming of tbe traina faat or 
alow, and Mra Adl^^ge aeema to 
regard tbem no more tban ahe 
onoe regarded tbe rus tie of tbe 
falling leavea aronnd the old Lan- 
rel Ron homeatead, aixty milea 
away from tbe iron road. 

Hannah Smith became tbe wife 
of Richard Auldridge, a brother of 
John Auldrjdge juat mentioned. 
After living aome yeara at the 
Smith homeatead, they went to 
Braxton county aud were happily 
eitnated at tbe opening of tbe late 
ead war between tbe States, on 
Wolf Creek. Tbeir family waa 
compoeed nf two aona and a daugb¬ 
ter. M r Auldridge aympatbized 
with tbc Southern Confederacy 
and wns killed. Both aona were in 
tbe Sontberu army. John Aul- 
dridge fell at tbe battle of Gettya- 
burg. Alien Aqldridge anrvivedj 
the war witb an bonorable leoordl 
aa a brave and faitbful aoldier. He 
aougbt a horne in tbe State of 
Kanaaa, taking bia raotber and aia- 
ter Almira with. Mra Auldridge 
aleepe in ber Kanaaa grave, wbile 
at laat accounta her aon and dangh¬ 
ter are keeping hnuse and doing 
well, aa good dotiful children de- 
aervo. 

Sally Smitb wns married to Rób¬ 
ert Rodgera, and for aome yeara 
lived in Bnokeye Cove, near Swa- 
go. Afterwarda they, aettled in 
Nicbolaa county. Weat Virginia, 
where Mr Rogevwatill,livea far-Ad¬ 
vanced in yeara. 

Mnrtha Smith became MraSam- 
uel Young. Mr Young was a bro¬ 
ther of Captain Wiiliam Young. 
They lived a few yeara on a aection 
of tbe old homeatead, and finally 
moved to Log: 41 i County, Ohio, 
where their deacendants mostly 
bave their preaeut homee, and en- 
joy the fruita of honeat labor aud 
jndicioua management. 

Thas we bave been able to lay 
before our readera aome informn- 
tion In regard to tbeae wortby per- 
hoiih and their two aona and six 
dangbtera. In their day tbeir Lome 
waa a plače where the yonng peo¬ 
ple had good timea, aa good times 
went in the pioneer era. At log- 
rollinga, wool - picking, qniltings, 
and flax-pullings the youngatera 
met, fell in love, and did mach of 
their courting. Sondays it would 
be preaohing or all day prayer- 
mectinga, wbon it waa not deeroed 

right and proper to think and talk 
nbout onything but Qeaven and 
heavenly tbinga. The grand es t ao- 
oial eventa would l>e the weddinga 
that occnrred juat aa faat aa tbe 
young people tbougbt theinaelvea 
old enougb to get married and go 
to themaelvea. Tb u radný waa tbe 
nanal day for tbe marĽÍage. Tbe 
firat three day* were a|>eiit in prep- 
arntion, and the laat three in tbe 
wedding. infare, and returu bome.

No reputation waa to 
be made in tbat aeaaido reaort, na 
there waa in London when Lord 
Roaebcry accepted tbe chairman- 
abip of tbe county conncil and 
plunged iuto mumcipal politica. 
The mayorality waa merely anotb¬ 
er tax úpon the time and patience 
of a buay man. ♦

• It is propoeed in this páper to , 
give some particulam illostrating 
the family history of JaB. Waugb, \ 
J r. He wA8 the eldest eon of Jas. i 
Waugb, tlie Bcotch-Irisb emigrant , 
wbo was auiong the first to open 
land and bnild a horne in “ The | 
Hills. n In theee memoire he will 
be epoken ot ae James Waugh tbe i 
second. Early in life he married 
Rebecca MeGuire, from Penney l- j 
vania whoee name indicatee Scotch 
aneeetry, and settled on tbe Green- j 
brier where James Waugb tbe 3d 
recently lived, now oocupied by 
Rudníph Waugb. In reference to 
tbe Sons and daughters we learu 
that Radiel Waugh was married 
to Frederick Fleming. 

Nancy Waugh fcecame Mrs Abra¬ 
hám Griffin, and lived many yeare 
on Buckley Mountain, a few milee 
eaat of Buckeye. Mrs Claiborne 
McNeil, near Buckeye, is his dau- 
gbter. 

Elizabeth Waugh wae married 
to John Ratliffe, and lived on Clo- 
ver Creek. 

jHeob Waugh married Mary 
Brown, daughter of Josiah Brown, 
near the Iudiau Draft, and spent 
the most of hÍ8 married life in Up- 
shur County.. They were tbe pa- 
rente of fifteen children. Only five 
however lived to be grown. . 

Jacob Waugh wae a local Meth- 
odist minister of prominence. He 
wa8 a very íine pensman, and bé- 
oame Clerk of tbe Upshnr County 
Court and occupied that responsi- 
ble poBition for many years, nud 
will be remembered as one of the 
beat citizens in tbe history of Up- 
shur county affairs. 

James Waugh, the third of that 
name in this genealogy, married 
Sally Cocbran, daugbter of John 
Cochran, eldest son of Thomas 
Cochran, the progenitor of tbe 
Cochran relationBhip in Pocahon- 
tas county. He eettled on the 
Greenbrier at the old horaestead. 
Hie second wife was H Anna Lamb, 
from Higbland county. In tbe 
sketcb of Pocahontaa County giv- 
en in Hardesty’s Encyclopedia tbe 
render will find biogmphic detaile 
of James Waugh's personál histo- 
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Morgan Waugh went to Kana- 
wha county. j 

Alien Waugh went to Missouri 
and eettled tbere. 

Isabella Waugh became the wife 
of John Brock and eettled iu Ken- 
awha county. 

Marcus Waugh, the youngest 
son of James Waugh, married Šu¬ 
ba n Johnson, daughter of William 
Johnson, on tho Greenbrier near 
Verdant Valley. He settled on a 
farm adjoining the Waugh home- 
stead higher up the river a few 
miles east of Poage’s Lane. 

The frienda and members of the 
Waugh relationsbip are nminly in¬ 
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One huodred years ago one of 
ťic most widely known citizens in 
the región now embraced by Po- 
cahontas and Bath counties wns 
Levi Mo« re, senior, a native of 
VVales. He was the pioneer of 
Frost, and came there some tirne 
previons to the Revolution,* and 
was among the first t c- nmke a per- 
manent settlement. The lands he 
settled now owned by tbe Gibsons, 
Sharps, and otbere. His wife was 
Susannah Crist, and he first set- 
tled in Pcnnsylvania where be liv- 
ed until his famiiy, two sons and 
two daughters, were born, and tbe 
older oues nearly grown. 

Hanuah Moore was married to 
Róbert Gay,’ the ancestor of the 
Gay relationship, so frequently nl- 
luded to in previous papere; 

From Mrs John Bimroons and 
Mrs’ Mary Jane Moore we learn tbe 
fullowing particulars. 

Sally Moore becarne Mrs John 
Smitb, one of tbe tirst permanept 
settlers of the Edray district nenr 
the beod of Stony Creek, of whom 
special mention boe been rande. 

George Moore was nt tbe nota- 
ble doublo wedding when Jacob 
Slaven and Miss Ľlunor Lockridge 
John McNeel and Miss Harrlet 
Lockridge were married near Dris^ 
col. The tradition is that a prac- 
tical joke was played by one James 
Brindly, at. wbieli ihe horse took 
fright, ran olľ. and the rider’s hend 
struck n pmjecting fence-stuke and 
wa^iustautly killed. Geo. Moore 
lived a while on tbe laud now held 
by Abram Sharp, E^q., but sold to 
John Sharp and went toKentuoky. 
He was hack on a visit when his 
sudden denth occurred os just raen- 
tioned. 

Levi Moore, junior, was a per¬ 
son of marked prorainence in coun¬ 
ty aff a i rs. In person.he was six 
feet eleven i n ch es in beight, and 
well proportioned. He was a mem- 
ber of the Virginia legislature and 
was on the coramission to locate 
the court house, and selected a site 
near where George Baxter, county 
surveyoľ, now lives. His first mar- 
riage was with Mis9 Nancy Sharp, 
dangbter of Wijliam Sharp, the 
Huntersville pioueer, and lived on 
the Moore homestead. In refer- 
ence to their cbildren the follow¬ 
ing items are recorded. 

Rebecca Moore was married to 
Leonard Irvine, on Bnck Creek, 
and lived at the Brick House where 
the road to Frost leaves the BAck 
Creek road. Levi Irvine was kill¬ 
ed in an accident; Lizzie Irvine 
was married to Henry Coffee, of 
Augusta county; Cornelia Irvine 
was married to William Gardner. 
and settled in Webster county. 
Milton Irvine married Kate Mc- 
Carty, daughter of George McCar- 
ty, and settled on Little Back 
Creek; Susannah Irvine was mar- 
ried to Cyrus Kelley, on Little 
Creek; and there is a boh, Herrou 
Irvine. 

Margarét Moore wus married to 
Eli McCarty, and lived neac Lau- 
rel Run. Her daughter Margarét 
McCarty.. mnrried the late John 
Simmons, and lived on the horne- 
stead. Her brother Paul died i u 
the West.. 

Martha Moore, another daugh- 
t*r ojf Hon Levi Moore, junior, was 
married to the late Rev John 
Waugb, of Indián Draft. Her 
children were Levi, Beverly, John. 
Samuel, Miriam, Ann, end Eve- 
line. Joseph B. McNeel, on Bucks 
Run; Rev John W. McNeel, a 
minister of tbe Baltimore Confer- 
ence, now in chargé of the Crnb- 
bottom circuit; and Mrs Willlinm 
Danc&n, near Buckeye, are ber 
grand-children. 1 

Atidrow Moore married Rebec¬ 
ca W&ugh, daughter of Samuel 
Waugb, in The Hills, and settled 
on Knapps Creek; thence moved 
to heod of Stony Creek, and final- 
ly located in Jackson county.

Levi Moore, the third, went to 
Nebraeka, where i t is reportod he 
amnssed nn immenso fortuno in 
the fur trade. Huving no famiiy 
of his own, he adopted his nepbew 
John Moore, ona of Andraw’s soni.

The Hon Levi Moores second! 
marri&ge was with Mary McCarty, 
daughter of Timotby McCarty, a 
Rcvolutionary veterán, and the an¬ 
cestor of the widely extended Mc¬ 
Carty relationsbip in our county. 

Racbel Moore, a daughter of this 
marri&ge, becarne tbe wife of Jas. 
Sharp, son of James Sharp, on 
Thorny Creek, and migrated to 
Iowa. 

Susanna Crist Moore, another 
daughter, was married to Stepben 
Hadden, and also went to Iowa. 

Mrs Mary Jane Moore, the third 
daughter, makes her horne with 
her daughter, Mrs M&tilda Moore, 
near Mt Zion Cburch. 

Georgo Moore, the youngest son 
was about as tall as his father. He 
speň t some years in tlie west. He 
returned to Pocahoutns about 1841, 
and was a pupil at the first session 
taught in tha-gPocahontas County 
Acndemy. nfcjpíllsboro, in 1842. 
The Rev Josepli Browu was prin¬ 
cipál. He had the profession cf I 
medicíne in vSw, and was studious 
to a fault in his efforls to qualify 
himself. M r prown thougbl his 
natural endowmeuts were eqnnl to 
any one he had ever scén, and 
took múch interest in the quiet 
and exemplnry študent so intense- 
ly anxijus for intellectuai improve- 
meut. After nll his iutense labor, 
the young man was seized with 
pulmonary disease, aggravated by 
his close application to books, and 
died at the horne of his sister, Mra 
Rebecca Irvine, on Back Creek, 
some tíme in the forties. The writ- 
er remember8 h i m well and es- 
teemed him highly, and he feels 
the pathos of “The Epitaph” in 
Gray's Elegy of a Country Church- 
yard. 

Levi Moore, senior, located 575 
acres of n “Br i tisli survey” on the 
headwaters of Knapps Creek. Af¬ 
ter the ReVolution new require- 
raents were mnde in order to se- 
cure permanent pos6ession. It was 
to pny a requisite fee, a warrant 
would be laici, and a patent grant- 
ed by tbe federal government. The 
new papere are dated 1798 and at- 
tested by Henry Grimee, Alien 
Poage, nnd signed by James Mad¬ 
ison, Governor of Virginia. 

Previous to tbis survey George 
Poage had laid a warrant on two 
thousand acres. wbich would háve 
included tbe 575 acres claimed by 
the Moores. At first tbe Moores 
contested for the British right, 
but when they found sneh was not 
valid they tben availed tbemselves 
of the provision authorizing ex- 
cbange of warranls. Levi Moore, 
junior, nppears in tbis new ar- 
rangemeut as a^signee of Levi 
Moore, senior, for lands adjoining 
the Iknds of Aaron Moore, who was 
living at the time on the Herold 
plače. So when a warrant held 
eUewhere was exchanged for the 
warrant on the laud adjoining Aa¬ 
ron Moore was agreed úpon by 
Poage and Levi Moore, it came 
about that when the patent waB 
applied for George Poage stated 
the fact that there had been an ex- 
cbange of warrants, aud at Poage’s 
request the title for 575 acres was 
vested in Levi Moore, juuior, as 
assignee of Levi Moore, senior. 

This transaction íb inU*resting 
and insiructive as showing the 
spirit of the tiuies, and how buši- 
ness men acted on tbe prinoipIeB 
of an enlightened and pure con- 
Science. So far as the letter of the 
law went, Poaga could háve held 
the 575 acres with all the improve- 
men t s and good qualitiea of tlie 
land;yet within his breast there 
was thô higher law of a conscience 
void of offense tóward God and 
"mnn, and he keeps his fellow Citi¬ 
zen from suffering the consequen- 
ces of tbe mistake he made when 
he relied on the validity of British 
right which had been declared null 
and void by tbe results of tbe Rev- 
olution. At the time the warrant 
elsewhere bore no comparison in 
reál value to the warrant for lands 
adjoining the lands of Aaron 
Moore.

The golden rule comes in, and 
an enlightened conscience decides 
the mntter; the spirit did right 
when the letter of tbe la* would 
háve been a shield for robbery;
